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From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

I  have  just  finished  watching  most  of 
the  Barbara  Walters’  TV  special, 
Heaven:  Where  Is  It?  How  Do  We 
Get  There? 

I  marvel  at  the  absolute  confidence 
in  the  existence  of  heaven  expressed  by 
the  Christian  clergy —  part  of  me  is 

envious  of  their 
deep  faith  and 
certitude;  part  of 
me  can’t  believe 
how  naive  they 
are.  1  have  a 
better 

understanding  of 
the  viewpoints 
of  the  two 
Jewish  representatives,  Professor  Neil 
Gillman,  who  placed  an  emphasis  on 
our  actions  in  this  world,  and  Mitch 
Albom,  who  said  that  if  heaven  does 
exist,  well-and-good,  but  if  it  doesn’t, 
what  is  so  bad  about  believing  that  we 
will  be  held  accountable  ultimately  for 
our  deeds  in  the  land  of  the  living 
and/or  anticipating  a  better  life  and 
reward  in  the  Beyond? 

Why  are  we  Jews — or  at  least  so 
many  of  us — skeptical  about  an  afterlife, 
or  uncertain  about  what  we  should 
believe? 

A  partial  answer  to  that  question,  at 
least,  is  to  be  found  in  the  multiplicity 
of  views  contained  in  the  traditional 
prayer  book:  Psalm  30:10  asks,  “What 
profit  is  there  if  1  go  down  to  the  pit? 
Can  the  dust  give  thanks  to  You?  Can  it 
declare  Your  truth?”  And  Psalm  115:17 
answers,  “The  dead  do  not  praise  God; 
neither  any  that  go  down  into  silence.” 
In  the  memorial  prayer,  El  Maleh 
Rahamim,  we  request  that  God  “shelter 
the  soul  under  the  wings  of  the 
shekhinah,  granting  it  perfect 
repose... May  it  rest  in  the  Garden  of 
Eden.  Shelter  the  soul  forever:  may  it  be 
bound  up  in  the  bond  of  life;  Adonai  is 
its  portion;  may  it  rest  in  peace.”  Just 
before  the  morning  blessings,  Birkhot

Hashahar,  we  thank  God  for  restoring 
our  souls  each  day  and  we  declare,  “You 
preserve  it  within  me.  You  will  take  it 
from  me  but  will  return  it  to  me  in  the 
future  to  come.”  And  finally,  in  every 
Amidah  we  praise  God  who  is  “faithful 
to  revive  the  dead  (i.e.  resurrection).” 

What  can  we  learn  from  these  often 
contradictory  assertions? 

From  age  to  age,  different  beliefs 


about  the  afterlife  became  dominant. 
Our  prayer  book,  on  this  topic,  at  least, 
is  an  anthology  of  different 
theologies.  The  variety  of  beliefs  found 
in  the  siddur  gives  us  license  to  believe 
whatever  makes  us  feel  most 
comfortable — and  it  even  legitimizes 
‘1  don’t  know’  as  a  valid  position  on 
this  topic.  (There  is,  however,  one

exception  to  this  freedom  to  believe  as 
we  see  fit:  There  is  no  place  in  Judaism 
for  belief  in  the  transmigration  of  the 
human  soul  to  other  species.  Because 
there  is  a  qualitative  difference  between 
human  life  and  all  other  forms  of  life, 
coming  back  to  life  in  the  form  of  an 
animal  is  tantamount  to  the  negation  of 
being  created  in  God’s  image.) 

Whatever  we  believe  about  the 
afterlife,  our  loved  ones  and  we, 
ourselves,  will  continue  to  live  in  the 
memories  we  leave  behind,  in  the 
stories  we  pass  from  one  generation  to 
another,  and  in  the  wonderful  tradition 
we  have  of  naming  children  either  in 
memory  of  deceased  ancestors 
(. Ashkenazi  custom)  or  in  honor  of 
living  relatives  ( Sefardi  custom).
